“German industry is the founda­ 
tion of Germ any’s military strength 
he pointed out, adding: 
“As our hitting strength develops 
—as it will—the blows from the air 
will become heavier and will have 
a further weakening effect upon the ] 
German forces, which are still for- ; 
midable.” 
Commenting on the R.A F .s i .ul hj- 
plane raid on Cologne last summei. 
; Commodore Thornton said tin* re­ 
sults achieved could be compared 
to the damage in the San Francisco 
earthquake-fire 
in 
which 
28.0C0 
buildings were destroyed. 
“I would say the Cologne damage 
was greater,” he said. 
Vye de­ 
stroyed 250 factories, damaged or 
destroyed 20,000 buildings and dam ­ 
aged 20.000 more structures. 
Fol­ 
lowing the raid more than 200,000 
people left Cologne." 
Thornton then asked: 
“W hat will happen to Germany if 
all its industrial cities suffer to a 
similar capacity? 
He said the R A F., together with 
the U. S. air force in England, is 
now hitting Germany regularly and 
hard, “weakening the Germ an army 
no m atter where it may be. 
Results of the bombing of Italy 
are “quite remarkable.” he said. He 
explained that the allied flyers go 
by a circuitous route. The Italians, 
he continued, let go a “belch of 
flack” when the allied flyers near a 
target “and then the flack dies out. 
The Germans, however, keep on tii- 
; mg when one of their towns aie 
I attacked. 
The commodore said that on me 
last raid on Turin, partisipated in 
by hundreds of planes, the allies 
lost only three planes.
